The star of the insurrecto leader. 


Pasqual Orozco, who was to occupy 
the city of Juarez by sunrise Sunday 
morning, appears to be on the wane. 
His policy of delay has enabled rein- 
forcements to reach Juarez and the 
probability of taking that city is now 
considered very remote.

when signalled causing them to ^us- 
pect that Rabago's federals w--re on 
the train.

Orozco ordered his men to fire vol- 
leys into the air to develop whai part 
of the train was occupied by soldiers.

rectos were making charges from 711 
directions on the federal position and 
the latter were holding their piace? 
behind the embankment and replying 
vigorously. 


From men on the train occupied by 


Rabago it is learned that when

train was stopped rhe soldiers 
im- 


mediately prepared for 
battle 
and 


began putting ojit a heavy skirmish 
line on either side of the train, win!' 
others took a machine gun off of the 
train and began mounting it behind 
the embankment. 


A large number of the men w-^re in 


the first car Behind the engine. Man\ 
of these were killed or injured 
by 


the derailment of 
the 
coach.

wounded were "laced in the 
trench 


beside the track and everything pos- 
sible done for their care. Rabago has 
about 150 men of his own command 
and from 150 to 2<10 men of the 18th 
battalion of infantry, which has been 
fighting practically for the last ten 
days.

The Sameness and Tameness of House- 


work. 


j"T| HAT I object to in housework," said my neighbor, "is the fact that 


lAll I do the same work over and over. I never seem to get anywhere. 
if I l work hard all day, and the results seem to vanish into air. I get 
—J up the next day and do the same thing over again with apparently 


the same lack of results. I never have anything to show for what I do." 


That's the root of the trouble,—having nothing to show for the work 


doae, though she and many another housekeeper doesn't recognize this. 
They think it is the sameness and lameness of housework that makes it so 
unattractive. But it isn't these qualities altogether. It is largely the tact 
that they see no lasting results from their work. 


Host work has this quality of sameness. A stenographer clicks off a 


hundred or ao letters, more or less, one day, and clicks off as many the 
next, and so on throughout the year. A salesgirl measures miles and miles 
of ribbon every day. It's the same old grind, if yon choose to regard it 


tthat way, no matter much what you do. 


But a stenographer and a salesgirl and all other workers nave a tan- 


gible result in the form of a pay envelope each week. This la a pleasant 
break In the monotony of the work. They may have ambitious dreams of 
getting on, of working up to pleasanter or more profitable positions. Bat 
whether they cherish these or not, the arrival of the pay envelope Inter- 
rupts the monotonous routine most enjoyably. 


The housekeeper has no such felicitous moment She cooks deUctons 


meals, day in and out, and they are gobbled up and not so much as a "thank 
you" is said for them. She cleans the house, and the folks come home at 
night and throw things around, and she cleans it again the next morning. 
In many cases, they show little or no appreciation of her efforts. They seem 
to think she has been placed there by Providence to clean up after them, 
Thafs the reason it seems to her that she never accomplishes anything. 
She sees no tangible results. 


To be sure, She is supposed to do her work for love and love is golden 


coin. But even this coin is not banded out in perceptible form In many 
households. The wife and mother Is evidently supposed to be a "sensitive," 
and to know it is there, even though she never sees It or hears of ft. 


Not only do those who work iu other ways see tangible results of their 


labors, but they work in company. If housekeepers could get together of a 
morning in some one kitchen or on some back porch and peel their po- 
tatoes in company with others peeling potatoes; if a number of them 
could gather in someone's sitting-room and darn stockings together, they 
would not find housekeeping so tame. It is this doinsr it alone, as many a 
woman does, that weighs on her spirits. 


A bride of a few months in a little suburban town complained bitterly 


to her husband that she saw nobody from morning until night but the 
groceryman and the iceman. This is a state of affairs many a bride never 
anticipates, and many a social little soul is simply made melancholy by the 
hnunting silence of her new home. 


These are both conditions that could easily be remedied, and if the 


individual home is to live and thrive, they will have to be remedied or 
bright girls will not give up active, interesting business life for house- 
keeping.

Chupmau aud Mr. Alexander, the fa- 
uious singer. for the purjK>se of reviv- 
ing religion; for the jiur|K»se of rescu- 
1ns human sou's from eternal torment. 
as the proposition is generally under- 
stood. Business men have subscribed 
large sums of money for this uoble 
•work of rescue, reasoning that if thou- 
sands of dollars are spent in fire-fight- 
ing apparatus for the protection of hu- 
man life for a few years, the servio«s 
of Messrs. Chapman and Alexander 
•will be cheap If tliey carry away twen- 
ty-five thousand dollars for a month's 
•work, provided the results show a 
goodly number rescued from eternal 
torment. 


We sympathize with some of these 


large-hearted and open-handed busi- 
ness men who give their money for 
so laudable an object- 
Yet we can- 


not think that many, nay not even a 
majority, of those who contributed 
this sum have done so conscientious- 
ly. We cannot think that one-balf of 
them believe in the teaching of eternal 
torture, nor can we think that more 
than one-tenth of them believe that a 
practical conversion is signified by a 
response to an invitation which Im- 
plies a preference for heavenly bliss 
rather than for eternal anguish. How- 
ever. it is for those who pay the mon- 
ey to exercise their own consciences in 
this, matter, and it is none of our busi- 
ness what they decide. 


We sympathize also with the hun- 


dreds of Pastors of this city who have 
joined in this movement, which they 
hope will increase their congregations 
and church revenues, but these Pas- 
tors know in reality that the Bible 
does not teach eternal torment, and 
they have discarded the Bible anyw.-y 
in favor of Higher Critical-Infidelity. 
Theirs is an unhappy and stultified 
position. 


AVe sympathize stiil more with the 


poor people whose education along 
spiritual lines is almost wholly neg- 
lected. and who live in constant fear 
of the God who loves them and in 
dreadful misunderstanding- of the Bi- 
ble. which he has given them. 
Be- 


tween the imperfectness of the trans- 
lation and the coloring of prejudice 
and the twist of misunderstanding of 
some parables and symlx>ls they arc 
helpless in the presence of educated 
men who teach inferentiallr what they 
di> not themselves l>eiieve. Alas! poor 
"common people!" that yon should be 
betrayed by those in whom yon re- 
l*>se confidence and whom you unwit- 
tingly pay for keeping you In the dark 
by takinc from you the key of knowl- 
edge.

bamboozling and throwing of dust iui- 
the eyes of the common people—th 
awakens, and should awaken, right 
eous indignation. 
And the more otb 


ers do not s|>eak, the more I mus 
speak in denunciation and in warning 
to the people to search tbe Scriptures 
and become undeceived. 


Hearken Now to Our Text. 


The teachings of all of the creed 


of the "Dark Ages" which have come 
down to us. although they contain 
many good things, are so befogged 
with misrepresentations of God as t 
be a stench to our nostrils and a men 
a -e to our spiritual health. They pic 
tii re to us a God either reckless and 
careless of the future interests of bis 
human creatures, or else as powerless 
to aid any but the few. They picture 
to us millions going down to torture 
during the four thousand years be- 
fore Jesus came into the world to seek 
and to save that which was lost. They 
picture to us that since his coming 
only a handful, comparatively, of tbe 
human family have become his dis 
ciples. footstep followers. "Meet for 
the inheritance of the saints in light." 
All the others, according to our Prot- 
estant creeds. Calviiiistic and Armini- 
an. have gone down to eternal torture. 
From this standpoint it is that Dr 
Chapman and Mr. Alexander are the 
heroes of the hour, saving a few more 
whom God would have otherwise neg- 
lected, or. as some might say. saving 
them in spite of Divine foreprdination 
to the contrary. 


But what say the Scriptures? 
Does 


the Bible substantiate si;ch theories? 


Nay. nay! In harmony with our text, 


i. the entire ^ible reveals to us a God 
as ii;;i-:i:c in his Wisdom and Power 
as in his Justice and Love. Onr test 
tells us thnt he is mindful of his crea- 
tures—humanity. He was mindful In 
the very beginning when he created 
man and foreknew his fall. 
Away 


back there he foretold that "tbe Seed 
of the woman should ultimately bruise 
the Serpent's head." Away back there 
he indicated his Divine purpose, in 
due time, to redeem man from destruc- 
tion (not from eternal torment, for 
none were sentenced to torment). 


The skins which covered the naked 


ness of our first parents cost tbe lives 
of animals, and thus God typically 
prophesied ''better sacrifices" for the 
perfect covering of man's sin and 
shame. In God's dealings with the na- 
tion of Israel, he gave numerous types 
foreshadowing the later blessings, fol- 
lowing "the better sacrifices" of the 
antitypical Atonement Day—blessing 
all the families of the earth.
